In order then ( Sir) to the plainneſs which T promiſe, 1 
will tell you what has plainly paſt between your Reo 
| Predee 
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Predeceſſor, Father Fexriers, and my ſelf. About three 


years ago, when the King my Maſter ſent a Troop of his 


Horſe-Guards into His moſt Chriſtian Majeſties ſervice, 
under the command of my Lord Duras , He ſent with it 
an Officer called $ir William Frogmorton, with whom 
T bad a particular intimacy, and he had then very newly 
embraced the Catholick, Religion and to him did I con- 
ftantly write, . and by him addreſs my ſelf to Father Fer- 
TICIS, 

The firſt thing of great importance which T preſumed to 
offer to him ( not to trouble you with leſſer matters of 
what paſſed here, and immediately after the fatal Renun- 
ciation of the Kings Declaration for Liberty of Conſcience, 
to which we owe all our late Miſchiefs and Hazards, ) 
was in July, Auguit, and Septemuer, 1673, when IT con- 
ftantly inculcated the great danger the Catholick, Religion 
and bis moſt Chriſtian Majeſties Intereſt would be in at 
our next Seſſion of Parliament, which-was then to be in 
October following 3. at which T plainly foreſaw that 
the King my Maſter would be forced to ſomething in pre- 
judice of his Alliance with France : which T ſaw ſo evi- 
dently and particularly that we ſhould make Peace with 
Holland, that I weighed all the Arguments ( which tome , 
were Demonſtration ) to convince your Court of that Miſ- 
chief's and preſſed what I could to perſroade his Chriſtian 
Majeſty to uſe his utmojt force to prevent that fitting of our 
Parliament , and propoſed Expedients horp to do it « But 
I was anſwered ſo often and ſo poſitively, that his Chri- 
flian Majeſty was ſo well afſſur'd by hs Embaſſador vere, 
our Embaſſador there, the Lord Arlington, and even toe 
King himſelf, that he had no ſuch apprehenſions at all, 
but was fully ſatisfied of the contrary, and looked pon 
what TI offered as a very zealous miſtake , that I was 


forced to give over arguing, though not believing as they - 


did. but confident! y appealed to time and ſucceſs, to prove

who took their meaſures vightefl, When it haypencd that 

which 
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which I foreſaw came to paſs, the good Father was a little 
ſurprized to ſee all the great mens miſtake, and a little 
one in the right, and was pleaſed, by Sir William Frog- 


which I was mighty willing to comply with, knowing the 
Intereſt of our King, and in a more particular manner, of 
my more immediate Maſter the Duke, and his moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty, to be ſo inſeparably united, that it was impoſſible 
to divide them without deſtroying them all. 
Upon this I ſhewed that our Parliament, in the circum- 
fances it was managed, by the timerous councels of our 
Miniſters who then.governed, could never be uſeful either 
to England, France, or the Catholick Religion, but that 
we ſhould as certainly be forc'd from our Neutrality at 
their next meeting, as we had been from our ative Alliance 
with France the laſt. That a Peace, in the circumſtances 
we were in, was much more to be deſired. than the continu 
ance of the War : That the Diſſolution of our Parliament 
would certainly make a Peare 3 for that the Confederate 
aid more depend upon the Power they had in our Parlia- 
ment, than upon any thing elſe in the world, and were more 
encouraged from thence to continue the War, So that if 
that were diſſolved, their Meaſures would be all broken, 
and they conſequently in a manner neceſſitated to a Peace. 
The good Father minding this Diſcourſe ſomewhat mon 
than the Court off France thought fit to do my former, 
rrged it ſo home to the King, that his Majeſty was ſo 
pleaſed to give him order to ſiznifie to bs R. H. m 
Maſter, that his Majeſty was fully ſatisfied of bis R. H's 
good intention towards him , and that he eftcemed 
both their Intereſts but one and the ſame. That my Lord 
Arlington and the Parliament were both to be Tookt upatt 
us very unuſeful to their Intereſt ; and that if b*s R. H, 
would endeavour to diſſolve this Parliament , bis Mw 
Jefty world afiit him with his Power an4 Purſe to hai 
ſuch a new one as would be for their purpoſe. This and 
great 


morton, to defire the continuance of my Correſpondence 
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great many more Expreſſions of Kindneſs and Confidence, 


Father Ferrier was pleaſed to communicate to Sir Wil- 
liam Frogmorton, and commanded him to ſend them to 
bis R. H. and withal, to beg his R. H. to propoſe 
to bis moſt Chriſtian Majeſty what he thought neceſſary for 
his own Concern, and the advantage of Religion > and his 
Majeſty would certainly do all be could to advance both or 
either of them. 

That Sir William Frogmorton ſent to me by an Ex- 


preſs, who left Paris, June 2. 1674. Stilo Novo. 


- T-no ſooner had it, but I communicated it to his R, H, 
to which his R. H. commanded me to anſwer \ as T did 
on the 2 9th of the ſame month. 

That his R. H. was very ſenſible of bis moſt Chri- 
flian Majeſties friendſhip, and that he would labour to cul- 
tivate it, with all the good Offices he was capable of doing 
for his Majeſty. That he was fully convinced that their 
Intereſts were one. That my Lord Arlington and the 
Parliament were not onely - unuſeful, but very dangerous 
both to England and France ; that therefore it was neceſ- 
ſary that they ſhould do all they could to diſſolve it. And 
that bis R. H's opinion was, That if bis 'moſt Chri- 
ftian Majeſty would write his thoughts freely to the 
King of England pon this ſubje&, and make the ſame of- 
fer to his Majeſty of his Purſe to diſſolve this, which he 
made to his R. H. to call another , he did believe it 
very poſſible for him to ſucceed , with the aſſiſtance we 
ſhould be able to give him here. And that if this Parlia- 
ment were diſſolved, there would be no great difficulty of 
getting a new one, which would be more uſeful : the con- 
ftitution of our Parliament being ſuch, that a new one can 
never burt the Crown, nor an old one do it good. 

His R. H. being pleaſed to own thoſe Propoſitions , 
which were but onely General, I thought it more rea- 
ſonable to be more particular , and to come ctoſe to the 


point.

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That if we happened to agree, we might go the faſter as

T laid this for my Maxime, The Diſſolution of our Pars 
liament would certainly procure a Peace « Which Propofiz 
tion was granted by every body I converſed withal, even by 


Monſieur Rovigny himſelf, with whom I took, liberty of 


diſcourſing ſo far, but durſt not ſay any thing of the Intel: 
ligence I had with Father Ferriers. | 
Next, That a ſum of money certain, would certainly pros 
cure a Diſſolution. This ſome doubted, but T am ſure T ne- 
ver did; for I hnew perfectly well, that the King had fre 
quent diſputes with himſelf at that time, whether he ſhould 
diſſolve or continue them, and he ſeveral times declared, 
That the Arguments were ſo ſtrong on both ſides, that he 
could not tell to which to incline; but was carried at laſt to 
thetr continuance, by this one Argument : ' If 1 try them once 
more, they may poſſibly give me. my Money if they do, I 
have gained my point \, if they do not, T can diſſolve them 
then, and be where I am now « ſo that I have a poſſibility 
at leaſt of getting maney fur therr continuance,againſt not1ing 
on the other fide. But if we could have turned this Argu- 
ment, and ſaid, Sir, their Diſſolution will procure you mo- 
aey, when you have onely a bare probability of geiting any 
by their Continuance;, and have ſhewn how far that bare 
probability was from being a foundation to build any hope 
z1pon, which I am ſure his Chriſtian Majeſty was ſenſible e- 
noupgh of And how much 30ecool.Sterling certain( which 
was the ſum we propoſed Jwas better than a bare probability 
 ( without any reaſon to hope that that would ever come t0 
paſs) of having balf ſo much more ( which was the moſt bt 
deſigned to ask,) upon ſome tile diſhonourable terms, and 4 
thouſand other hazards.ovhich we had great reaſon to be a 
fraid of, If, T ſay, we had power to have ſo argued, Iam 
moſt confidetly afſin”d we could have compaſſed it « fot 
Logick in or Conrt, built upon Money, has more powerfil 
Charms than any other ſort of Reaſons But 
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But to ſecure his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty from any ha- 
zards as to this point, T propeſed, That his Majefty ſhould 
offer that ſum upon that Condition and if the Condition 
were not performed, the Money ſhould never be due > if 
it were,and that a Peace would certainly follow thereupon, 
(which no body doubted_) his Majeſty would gain his end, 
and ſave all the vaſt Expences of the next Campagne 3 by 
which he could not hope to better his Condition, or to put 
himſelf into more advantagious circumſtances of Treating, 
than he was then in, but might probably be in a much 
worſe , conſidering the mighty Oppoſitions he was like to 
meet with, and the uncertain chances of War. 

But admitting 'that his Majeſty could maintain himſelf 
by bis great Strength and Conduf, in as good a condition to 
Treat the next year, as he was then in, which was as much 
as could then reaſonably be hoped for, he ſhould have ſaved 
by this Propoſal as much as all the men he muſt needs looſe 3 
and all the charges he ſhould be at in a year, could be va- 
lued to amount to more than 300000 |. Sterling, and ſo 
much more. in caſe his condition ſhould decay, cr it ſhould 
be worſe than it was when this was made : And the Con- 
dition of his R. H. and the Catholick Religion here, 
which depends very much upon the ſucceſs of his Chri- 
ftian Majeſty, delivered from a great many frights and real 

azards. 

Father Ferriers feemed to be very ſenſible of the benefit 
which all Parties would gain by this Propoſal > but yet it 
was unfortunately delayed by the unhappy tedious ſickneſs 
which kept him ſo long from the King in Franche Compte, 
end made him ſo unable to wait upon his Majeſty after be 
bad returned to Paris : But ſo ſoon as he could compaſs it, 
he was pleaſed to acquaint his Majeſty with it > and did 
write to the Duke himſelf, and did me the honour to write 
tome alſo, on the 15th of September, 1674, and ſent his 
Letters by Sir William Frogmorton, who came expreſs 
upon that Errand. | 

In 
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Tn thoſe Letters he gave his R. H. freſh Aſſu- 
rances of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſties friendſhip , and 
of his zeal and readineſs to comply with every thing his 
R. H. ſhould think, fit to propoſe in favour of Religt= 
on, - or the buſineſs of the Money, and that he had com- 
manded Monſieur Rovigncy, as to the latter, to treat 
and deal with his R. H. and to receive and obſerve 
his Orders and Inftruetions : but defired that he might 
not at all be concerned as to the former , but that his 
R. H. would cauſe what Propoſitions he thought fit to 
propoſe about Religion , to be offered either to Father 
Ferricr or to Monſieur Pompone. : 

Theſe Letters came to us about the middle of our Sep- 
tember, and his R. H. expected dayly when Mon- 
fieur Rovigney ſhould ſpeak to him about the ſubje@t of 
that Letter , but he took, no notice at all of any thing, till 
September 19. and then onely ſaid, that he had command 
from his Majeſty to give his R. H. the moſt firm Aſ- 
ſurance imaginable of his Friendſhip, or famething to that 

' purpoſe, making bis R. H. a general Complement \ but 
made no mention of any particular Orders relating to the 
ſubje& of Father Ferricr's Letter, 

The Duke wondering at this proceeding, and being much 
obliged to ſtay gnod part of Octob.at Newmarket,and ſoon 
after his coming back, hearing of the death of Father Fer- 
ricr, he gave over all further proſecuting the former Project, 
But T believe I ſaw Monſieur Rovigney's policie all along, 
who was willing to ſave his Maſters money, upon an aſſu- 


 rance we would do all we could to (tave off the Parlia- . 
ment for our own ſakes that we would ſtruggle as hard . 


without money as with it. And we having by this time, 
2pon otrr own Intereſts, prevailed to get the Parliament 
prorogued till the 13th of April, be thought that the Pro- 
rogation being to a day ſo high in the Spring, would put the 
Confederates ſo much beyond their meaſures.as that it might 
procure a Peace, and be 4s uſeful to France as a Diſſolu- 
fron, .*-:. Upon 
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feur Pompone, becanſe he had found ſo ill an effett of 
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Upon theſe Reaſons, which TI ſppoſe he went upon, T 
had ſeveral diſcourſes with hin, and did open my ſelf ſo 
far to him as to ſay, that T conld wiſh - his Maſter would 

ive 1s leave to offer 300000 1. ta our Maſter for the 

Diſſolution of "the Parliament, and ſhew him that a Peace 
would moſt certainly follow a Diſſolution > which he a- 
oreed with me in s and that we deſired not the money 
from his Maſter to excite our Wills, or to makg us more in- 
duſtrious to uſe our utmoſt porrer to procure a Diſſolution, 
but to ſtrengthen our Power and Credit with the King, and 
zo render us more capable to ſucceed with his Majeſty 3 as 
moſt certainly we ſhould have done, had we been fortified 
with ſuch an Argument. . 

To thu purpoſe T promiſed Monſieur Pompone frequently 
by Sir William Frogmorton, who returned from hence 
again into France on the 16th of November, the day 
our Parliament ſhould have ſet, but was prorogued, Mon- 
fieur Pompone, as I was informed by Sir William, did 
ſeem to approve the thing , but yet had two Objeftions a= 
gainſt it, 

I, That the ſum we propoſed was great, and could ill 
be fpared by his Majeſty in the preſent Circumſtances be 
WAS ils 

To which we anſwered, That if by his expending that 
ſum he could procure a Diſſolution of our Parliament, and 
thereby a Peace, which every bodyragreed would neceſſarily 
folow, bis moſt Chriſtian Majeſty would ſave five or ten 
times a greater ſum. and ſo be a good Husband by his Ex- 


Fence 3 and if we did not procure a Diſſolution, be ſhould 


not be at that Expence at all : for that we defired him only 


to promiſe upon that condition, which we were contented to 


be obliged to perform fir't. 

2. The ſecond Objefion was, That the Duke did not 
move 1n it, nor appear in it himſelf.

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the Negotiations with Father Ferrier when #t- came into 
Monfiewr Rovigney's hands \ but he had concern'd himſelf 
in it to Father Ferrer. 

Tet T continued to proſecute and preſs the Diſſolution of 
the Parliament, deteſting all Prorogations as onely ſo much 
loſs of time, and a means of ſtrengthening all thoſe why 
depended upon it, in oppoſition to the Crown, the Intereſt 
of France , and the Catholick, Religion , in the opinion 
they bad taken, that our King durſt not part with hy 
Parliament, apprehending another would be much worſe. 

2. That be could not live without a Parliament. theres 
fore they muſt ſuddenly meet > and the longer he kept 
them off, the greater the neceſſities would grow, and cont 
ſequently their power to compel him to do what they liſted 
would increaſe accordingly : And therefore if they could 
but maintain themſelves a while, their day would certainly 
come in a ſhort time, in which they ſhould be able to worl 
their Wills. 

Such diſcourſes as theſe kept the Confederates and the 
Male-contents in heart, and made them weather. on tht 
War in fpight of all the Prorogations s and therefore | 
preſt a Diſſolution till February laſt, when our Circunt 
ſtances were ſo totally changed ,, that we were forced tl 
change our Councils too, and be as much for the Parlia- 
ments ſitting as we were before againſt it.

Re He as a Match for the Prince of Orange, not 
hi onely without the conſent, but againſt the good liking «f 
by R. H. inſomuch as the Lord Arlington's creatures 
were forc'd to excuſe him with a diſtinfion-that the ſaid

fo direfily againſt the Duke, by people that he bad at r 
vanced, and who bad profeſſed ſo much duty and ſerv 1 
to him, that we were put upon new thoughts how to ſau 1 
his Re. H. from the deceits of them upon whom former 0 
we defended. Ie ſaw well enough that their deſignt 

were to make themſelves as grateful as they could to thi « 
Parliament if they muſt fit, they thinking aothing toil n 
ſo acceptable to them as the perſecating of Popery 5 -bu- 1 
they were [o obnoxious to the Parliaments diſpleaſure uh ſc 
general, that they would bave been very grad of any iff b 
pedient to keep it off, though they durſt not engage agaiiſl v

bim that we could carry it, that be agreed wity me in 
it . Tet others telling him bow great a damage it wou!4 
be to him if be ſhould miſs in ſuch an undertakirg, 
which for my part I could avt then ſee, nor do I yet, 
be was prevailed npon not to ventare. 

IT did communicate this defigue of mine to Monficur 
Rovigney, who agreea with me, that it would be the 
greateli advantage to bis Maſter imaginable, to have 
the Duke's Power and Credit ſo aduanced 45 this wonld 
certainly ao, if we could compaſs it. 

T ſhewed him all the difficulties we were like to 
meet with, and what helps we ſhould have, but that 
we ſhould want one very matcrial one, viz. Money, to 
carry on the Work, as we ought 5 and therefore I con- 
feſs'd 1 did ſhamefully beg bis Maſters helps and would 


willingly bave been content to have been in everlaſting 


"Giſgrace with all the world, if 1 had not with-the 
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aſilance of 20000 1. Sterling from him, made it 
vident to the Duke that be could not bave miſs d it 
Mv»ficur Rovigney uſed to tell me, That if be could bl 
ſee of ſweeeeding in that Deſigne , his Maſter woullf 
give a very much larger ſum 5 but that he was uot wlll 
2 condition to throw away Moneys upon Incertaintiez 
1 anſwered, That nothing of this nature can be ſo i 
falivly ſure, as not to be ſubjet to ſome poſſibility 
failing > but that I durſt venture to undertake to mak 
it evidext, that there was as great an aſſurance of ſuccee| 
ding init, as any Huehandman can have of a Crop fl 
Harveſt, who ſows bis Ground in its ſeaſon > and yell 
:t would be accounted a very impradent piece of wari 
Aft to ſeruple the venturing ſo mnch Seed in its pr 
per time, becauſe it is poſſible it may be totally loft : Wh 
minds the Winds and the Rains at that rate, ſhall at 
ther ſow z2or reap. ; 

IT take our Caſe to be much the ſame now, as it ws 
the laſt Seſſions \, if we advance the Dukes Tntereſft on 
fep forwards, we ſhall put him ont of the reach of al 
Chances for ever : for he makes ſuch a Figure already 
that cautious men do not care to at againſt him, or al 
ways without him, becauſe they do not ſee he 3s 
over-powercd by bis Enemies. Tet he i not at ſuch 's 
pitch as to be quite out of danger, or free from. oppuſe 
tion but if be could gain any conſiderable new addr 
1:04 of power, alk would come over to him. as the onh 
Centre of our Government 3 then would Catholicks tl

Mr. S4cheverel Reports from the Committee 
appointed to draw up Reaſcns, why this Houſe 

; cannot proceed to the Tryal of the Lords, before 
Judgment given upon the Earl of Danby's Plea 
of his Pardon, and the point of the Biſhops not 
Voting in any of the proceedings upon Impeach- 
ments for Capital Offences, and the methods of 
proceedings adjuſted: That the Committee had 
agreed upon an Anſwer, to be returned to the 
laſt Meflage of rhe Houſe of Peers, touching their 
appointment of the Tryal of the Five Lords in 
the Tower to be on Tnefday next, together with 
Reaſons for their inſiſting upon their former Vote, 
which he read in his place, and afterwards de- 
liver'd the ſame in at the Clerks Table , where 
the 
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the ſame were again read, and ſome amendments 
madeart the Table » 49 the Queſtion were agreed, 
and are as followeth. . 

The Commons have always deſired that a good 
correſpondency, may be preſerved between the 
two. Houſes. 

There is now depending between your Lord- 
ſhips and the Commons, a matter of the greateſt 
weight, in the tranſaction of which, your Lord- 
ſhips ſeem to apprehend ſome difficulty in the 
matter propoſed by the Commons. 

Toclear this, the Commons have defired this 
conference, and by it they hope to. manifeſt to 
your Lordſhips, that the propoſitions of the Houſe 
of Commons made by -their Committee, in rela- 
tion to the Trial.of the Lords in the Tower, have 
been only ſuch as have been well warranted by 
the Laws of Parliament, and conſtitution of the 
Government, and in no ſort intrench upon the 
judicature of the Peers, but are moſt neceſſary 
to be inſiſted upon, that the ancient rights of Ju- 
dicatyre in Parliament may be maintained. 

The Commons readily acknowledge that. the 
crimes charged upon the Earl of Pows Viſcounc 
Stafford, Lord Petre, Lord Arundel of Wardour, 
and Lord Bellafis, are of deep guilt and call for 
ſpeedy Juſtice. But withal they hold any change 
of Judicarure in Parliament, made without con- 


ſent in full Parliament, to be of. pernicious can- 


ſequence both to- His Majefty and his Subjects, 
and conceive themſelves obliged to tranſmit to 


their poſterity, all the rights which of this I find 


they have received from their Anceſtors, - by put- 
ting your Lordſhips in mind of the progreſs: that 
hath already been, between the Houſes in relati- 
pn to the propoſitions made by. the Cm 

| and 
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and the reaſonableneſs of the propoſitions them- 
ſelves, they doubt not to make it appear, thar 
their aimes hath been no other then to avoid ſuch 
conſequence, and preſerve that right, and that 
there 1s no delay of Juſtice on their part, and to 
that end do offer to your Lordfhips the enſuing 
reaſons and narrative. 

That the Commons in bringing the Earl' of 
Danby to Juſtice, and diſcovery of that execrable 
and Trayterous conſpiracy, of which the Five 
Lords now ſtand impeached, and for which ſome 
of their wicked accomplices have already under- 
gone, the ſentence of the Law as Traytors and 
Murderers, have labored under great difficulties, 
It is not unknown to your Lordſhips, that upon 
the Impeachment of the Houſe of Commons a- 
gainft the Earl of Danby for High Treaſon, and 
other High Crimes, Miſdemeanors and offences, 
even to the Common Juſtice of ſequeſtring him 
from Parliament, and forthwith committing him 
to fafe cuſtody, was then required by the Com- 
mons, and denyed by the Houſe of Peers, though 
he then fate in their Houſe, of which your Lord- 
ſhips have been ſo ſenſible, that at a free confe- 
rence the Tenth of April laſt your Lordſhips de- 
clared, that it was the right of the Commons, 
and well Warranted by former preſidents of for- 
mer ages, that upon an Impeachmenr .of the Com- 
mons, a Peer ſo Impeached ought of right to be 
ordered to withdraw ; and then to be committed, 
and had not that Juſtice been denyed to the Com- 
Mons, great part of this Sefſion of Parliament, 
which hath been ſpent in framing and adjuſting 
a Bill, for caufing the Earl of Danby to appear 
and anſwer, that Juſtice from which he was fled 


had been faved and had been imployed for the pre- 
| ſervation 
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ſervation of His Majeſties Perſon, and the ſecuri- 


ty of the Nation, and in proſecution of the other: 
Five Lords, neither had he had the opportunity 
of pracuring for himſelf that Illegal Pardon; which 
bears Date the firſt of March laſt paſt, and which 
he hath now pleaded in Bar of this Impeachment, 
nor of waſting of ſo great a portion of the Trea- 
ſure of the Kingdom, as he hath done ſince the 
Commons exhibited their Articles of Impeachment 
againſt him. 

After which time thus loſt by reaſon of the de- 


_ nial of thar Juſtice, which of right belonged to 


the Commons upon their Impeachment, the ſaid: 
Bill being ready for the Royal Aﬀent , the Earl 
of Danby ſurrendred himſelf, and by your Lord- 
ſhips order of the Sixteenth of April laſt was 


committed to the: Tower, after which he. pleaded 


the ſaid pardon, and being preſt, did art length 
declare that he would rely upon 'and abide by 
that plea, which pardon pleaded being illegal 
and void, and ſo ought not to bar or preclude 
the Commons from having Juſtice upon the Im- 
peachmentr. 

They did thereupon, with their Speaker, on the 
Fifth of May inſtant, -in the Names of themſelves 
and of all the Commons of Eng/and, demand Judg- 
rent againſt the ſaid Earl; upon their Impeach- 
ment ; not doubting but that your Lordſhips. in-

the exhibiting any for the furure, whereby 
rhe chief Inſtitution for the preſervation of the 
Government would be deſtroyed, . and conſequent- 
ty the Government it ſelf, and therefore the cafe 
of the faid Earl (which 1n conſequence concerns all 
Impeachments) ought to be determined before 
that of the ſaid Five Lords, which 1s but their 
Particular caſe. 
And without reſorting to many Authorities of 
great Antiquity, the Commons defire your Lord- 
ſhips to take notice ( with the ſame regard they 
do) of the Declaration, which that Excellenr 
Prince King Charles the firſt of Bleſſed Memory, 
made in this behalf in his Anſwer to the Nine- 
reenth Propoſition of both Houſes of Parliament, 
wherein ſtating the ſeveral parts of his regulated 
Monarchy, he ſays, the King, the Houſe of Lorde, 
and the Houſe of Commons, have..cach particu- 
lar priviledges, and among thoſe which belongs 
to the King, he reckons of pardoning after the 
Enumerating of which and other his Prerogatives, 
His ſaid Majeſty adds this again,. that a Prince 
may not make-vſe of his High and Perpetual Pow- 
er, to the hurt of thoſe for whoſe good he hath 


tt, and make uſe of the Name of publtck neceth- 
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ty for the' gain of his private Favorites and Fol- 
lowers, tothegderriment of his People. 

' The Houſe of Commons ( an excellent conſerve 
of liberties ) is ſolely intruſted with the firſt pro- 
poſitions concerning Levies of Monies; and the 
Impeaching of thoſe; who for their own ends 
( though countenanced by any, ſurreptitiouſly gots 
ten command of the. King ) have violated that 
Law which he is bound ( when -he knows it) to. 
protect and to the-protection of which they were. 
bound to adviſe him; at leaſt not to ſerve him in 
the 'contrary. ET: Pio, 

And rhe Lords being intfuſted with, the Judica- 
tory Power, are an excellent Screen and Banck 
between the Pritce and the People, to afliſt'each 
againſt any Encroachments of the other, and by 
juſt Judgment to preſerve that Law, which oughe 
to be rhe rule of every one of the Three. Theye- 
fore the Power legally placed in both Houfes; 1s 
more .then ſufficient to prevent and reſtrain- the 
Power of Tyranny.
